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Introduction Publications 


During the fiscal year 1964-65 the major activity of the Economic Council 
of Canada was the preparation and publication of its First Annual Review 
of the medium- and long-term prospects and problems of the Canadian 
economy, entitled Economic Goals for Canada to 1970. The Review assessed 
the trends and potentialities of the Canadian economy within the framework 
of certain basic economic and social goals set forth in the Economic Council 
of Canada Act. These goals may be summarized as full employment, a high 
rate of economic growth, reasonable stability of prices, a viable balance of 
payments and an equitable distribution of rising income. The Review attempts 
to define these goals more precisely and indicates ways to achieve them simul- 
taneously and consistently. 


A series of staff and special studies were prepared for publication as back- 
ground papers for the First Annual Review of the Council and are listed 
along with other Council’s publications in Appendix A. Appendix B contains 
a copy of the Economic Council of Canada Act together with the by-laws 
of the Council. 


Before the fiscal year ended, work had begun on the preparation of the 
Council’s Second Annual Review. This Review will appraise economic per- 
formance in relation to the goals set out in the First Review, examine further 
some of the important factors affecting the growth and competitiveness of 
the economy, and consider progress and problems in meeting the objective of 
balanced economic development among the various regions of Canada. 


In March 1965, the Government of Canada requested the Council to 
conduct a broad examination of the relationship of prices, costs, productivity 
and incomes to sustained economic growth. A basic study of this nature has 
not previously been undertaken in Canada and there are significant gaps in 
information and analysis which must be filled. The Council initiated a 
special programme of research and analysis to compile information necessary 
for such a study. Additions to the professional staff of the Council and special 
arrangements to secure assistance of outside experts are being made to carry 
out research on a number of aspects of this field including an examination 
of how the objective of maintaining reasonable price stability has been ap- 
proached in other countries. 


Membership of the Council 


The Economic Council consists of 28 members appointed by the govern- 
ment: a Chairman and two Directors, who serve on a full-time basis, and 
25 other members broadly representative of different sectors and groups in 
the Canadian economy. Mr. John J. Deutsch was appointed Chairman by 
Order-in-Council P.C. 1963-1367, dated September 12, 1963, for a term of 
seven years. Mr. Louis Couillard, Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Arthur J. R. 
Smith were appointed Directors of the Council by Order-in-Council P.C. 
1963-1469 dated October 3, 1963, also for seven-year terms. The other 
25 members were appointed by Order-in-Council P.C. 1963-1895 dated 
December 21, 1963, in accordance with Section 4(2) of the Act. Of these, 
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nine were appointed for two years, seven for three years, and nine for four 
years. Future appointments under Section 4(2) of the Act are to be made 
for three-year terms. 


Activities of the Council 


The Council had seven meetings during the fiscal year 1964-65. The first 
six meetings dealt mainly with the preparation of the First Annual Review. 
The seventh meeting was concerned with the development of a programme 
of studies and research to be prepared as background material for the Second 
Review. 


Members and staff of the Economic Council participated in a large number 
of meetings to discuss the First Annual Review with interested groups such 
as chambers of commerce, trade associations, labour unions, and with busi- 
ness, labour, and university economists. These meetings have been of con- 
siderable assistance in improving the usefulness of the future work of the 
Council. 


The Act provides for the Council to study how national economic policies 
can best foster the balanced development of all areas of Canada. It also 
provides that the Council shall seek consultation with appropriate agencies 
in the several provinces. Soon after the formation of the Council, liaison 
was established with existing provincial economic and productivity councils 
and boards. On March 26, 1965, a meeting was held with representatives of 
the provinces designated by the Premiers from among provincial officials and 
advisers on economic and development matters, including representatives of 
provincial economic councils where these have been established. The meeting 
discussed the implications of the First Annual Review for the provinces and 
explored ways in which studies related to regional trends and problems could 
be developed. The meeting stressed the growing importance of having avail- 
able more comprehensive statistical information on a provincial basis. It was 
agreed that subsequent meetings will be held to consider research matters 
of common interest.

During the fiscal year, arrangements were made for carrying out joint 
studies with provincial councils on the problems of adjustment to technological 
change and automation. Participating with the Council in this programme 
were the Ontario Economic Council, the Conseil d’orientation économique du 
Québec and the Nova Scotia Voluntary Planning Board. As part of this 
programme the Economic Council of Canada sponsored a case study of 
labour market conditions in Windsor, Ontario. Arrangements also are being 
made for a conference on Canada’s position in international trade in agri- 
cultural products to be held early in 1966. The conference, which will be 
based on a set of special studies and research papers, will be sponsored jointly 
with the Agricultural Economic Research Council of Canada. Those attend- 
ing the conference will include invited representatives of farm organizations, 
industry and the economics profession, and government.

The main task of this Committee during the past year was to carry out the 
preparation for the National Conference on Labour-Management Relations 
held in Ottawa in November 1964. The major purpose of the Conference 
was to discuss problems of mutual interest to labour and management and 
indicate areas of consultation and co-operation. The discussions were carried 
out on the basis of research studies undertaken by specialists commissioned 
by the Council. These research studies described the present state of labour- 
management co-operation in Canada and the implications of current labour- 
management relations for the Canadian economy and the relevance for 
Canada of experiments and developments in the field of labour-management 
co-operation and relations in Europe and the United States. A study was also 
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prepared on the recent experiments on labour-management relations in Nova 
Scotia. These studies are included in a Council’s publication entitled “Na- 
tional Conference on Labour-Management Relations, November 1964”. The 
Conference was attended by a widely representative group of business and 
labour leaders, federal and provincial ministers and senior officials, the chair- 
men of provincial economic and productivity councils, and specialists from 
universities. 


The Committee on Productivity 


This Committee was established to consider how best to carry out the 
duties of the Council in promoting and expediting advances in efficiency of 
production in all sectors of the economy.

The Committee appraised the existing productivity programme being carried 
on in continuance of the work undertaken by the National Productivity 
Council and made proposals to Council on possible future courses of action in 
this area. In its deliberations, the Committee gave particular attention to the 
needs of small- and medium-sized businesses. At the request of the Committee, 
the Council commissioned a study and evaluation of existing aids to small 
businesses in Canada. Towards the end of the year, the Committee was 
engaged in preparations for a Conference on Productivity Through New 
Technology to be jointly sponsored by the Ontario Economic Council and 
the Economic Council of Canada in Toronto in May 1965. Arrangements 
were being made for the preparation of several technical papers on new 
management techniques and production technology. 


The Advisory Committee on Industrial Research and Technology 


This Committee considers the role of research and technology in Canadian 
economic growth, the adequacy and effectiveness of existing programmes 
and policies designed to promote industrial research, and how best to fulfill 
the Council’s responsibilities in this field. Section 14 of the Act which 
authorizes the Council to establish committees also provides that the member- 
ship of advisory committees may include persons other than members of the 
Council.

During the past year this Committee began studies of specific problems 
related to the expansion of industrial research and development activities in 
Canada. The programmes of the Federal Government to encourage industrial 
research and development were reviewed. 


Staff 


The Chairman is the Chief Executive Officer of the Council and has super- 
vision over the direction of the work and staff of the Council. The Council 
may appoint officers and employees for the proper conduct of its work. The 
salaries, conditions of employment and expenses of the Council’s employees 
are determined by the Council, subject to the approval of the Treasury Board. 
The Council draws upon the work of other public and private institutions to 
avoid duplication, to make the best use of available resources, and to keep 
its staff to a minimum of highly qualified specialists. A portion of the research 
group consists of expert staff borrowed for temporary periods from govern- 
ment departments, agencies and private organizations. In addition the Council 
assigns consultants to conduct special studies. 


The Head Office of the Council is located at 116 Albert Street, Ottawa, 
and its mailing address is P.O. Box 527, Ottawa, Canada. 


Financial Administration 


The Council is a Crown Corporation and operates under Schedule B of 
the Financial Administration Act. All amounts required for salaries and 
other expenses are paid out of monies appropriated by Parliament for that 
purpose. The financial statements of the Council for the fiscal year 1964-65, 
prepared by the Comptroller of the Treasury and the Auditor General’s Report 
thereon are attached as Appendix C.

[Assented to 2nd August, 1963.] 


Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: — 


SHORT TITLE. 


1. This Act may be cited as the Economic Council of Canada Shortt title.

CHAIRMAN, DIRECTORS AND MEMBERS. 


5. (1) The chairman of the Council and each of the directors 
shall be paid such salaries and expenses as are fixed by the 
Governor in Council and shall devote the whole of their time to 
the performance of their duties under this Act.

(e) to study how economic growth, technological change 
and automation, and international economic changes 
may affect employment and income in Canada as a 
whole, in particular areas of Canada and in particular 
sectors of the economy; 


(f) to study and discuss with representatives of the indus- 
tries concerned and with representatives of labour, 
farmers and other primary producers, and other 
occupational groups and organizations, what specific 
plans for production and investment in major indus- 
tries in Canada will best contribute to a high and 
consistent rate of economic growth; 


(g) to study how national economic policies can best 
foster the balanced economic development of all 
areas of Canada; 


(h) to » explore and evaluate particular projects of major 
significance for the expansion of industrial and other 
economic activities in Canada, whether or not such 
projects may involve direct governmental participa- 
tion, and to make recommendations concerning those 
projects that in the opinion of the Council will con- 
tribute to the growth of the Canadian economy; 


(i) to encourage maximum consultation and cooperation 
between labour and management in the fulfilment of 
the objectives of this Act;

BY-LAWS OF THE ECONOMIC COUNCIL OF CANADA 


By-Law No. 1 


A by-law relating generally to the conduct of the activities of the Economic 
Council of Canada. | 


Meetings of the Council 


1., The Council shall meet from time to time as determined by the Council 
but not less often than four times in each calendar year and on any other 
occasion when a meeting is called by the Chairman. 


Executive Committee 


2. There shall be an Executive Committee of the Council consisting of the 
Chairman, the two Directors and four members, who shall be elected to the 
Executive Committee as provided in clause 3. The Committee shall meet 
at the call of the Chairman. 


3. The four elected members of the Executive Committee shall be elected 
by the Council from among the members of the Council and each member 
shall hold office until his successor has been elected or until his retirement 
from the Council, whichever shall first occur. An elected member of the 
Committee is eligible to be re-elected. , 


4. (a) An election of members for the four elective positions on the 
' Executive Committee shall be held at the first meeting of the 
Council in each calendar year. 


(b) Where an elective position is vacant, an election to that position 
may be held at any other meeting of the Council. 


5. The Executive Committee. shall be responsible for the administrative 
functions of the Council and perform such other duties as the Council may 
direct. , 


6. A quorum for any meeting of the Executive Committee of the Council 
is four of the membership thereof, one of whom shall be the Chairman. 


7. The Executive Committee shall keep records of its activities and shall 
report thereon to the Council at the next ensuing meeting. 


8. A vacancy in the membership of the Executive Committee does not 
impair the right of the remainder to act.

9. (a) Standing or ad hoc committees may be appointed by the Council 
for the conduct of any specific activities. 


(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a), the term of 
office of any person appointed to an ad hoc committee shall 
terminate not later than on the completion of the project for 


which the Committee was formed. 
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10. The Council may authorize the Chairman to establish advisory com- 
mittees which may include persons other than members of the Council. 


11. Members of ad hoc, standing or advisory committees, may be paid such 
remuneration and expenses as are approved by the Council and authorized 
by the Governor in Council. 


Technical and Special Advisers 


12. The Executive Committee may authorize the Chairman to engage, on a 
temporary basis, or for any period of not more than two years, the services 
of persons, private organizations and institutions having technical or special- 
ized knowledge of any matter relating to the work of the Council and may 
enter into contracts with such persons, organizations and institutions to 
advise and assist the Council in the performance of its duties under this Act, 
and with the approval of the Treasury Board may fix and pay the remunera- 
tion and expenses of such persons, organizations and institutions. 


Hiring of Full-time Officers and Employees 


13. (a) The Executive Committee shall authorize, subject to the approval 
of Treasury Board, an establishment for the Council indicating 
positions for officers and employees, classification and salary ranges 
and any revision thereof, and conditions of employment. 


(b) The Chairman shall select and appoint officers and employees to 
fill vacancies on the establishment and shall prescribe their duties. 
By-Law No. 2 


A by-law respecting execution of documents and expenses of the Council. 


Execution of Documents 


1. (a) Deeds, transfers, contracts and other instruments in writing made on 
behalf of the Council shall be signed by any two of the following: 
the Chairman, Directors or the 
Chief of Administration. 


(b) Notwithstanding the provisions of subsection (a), any document or 
other instrument requiring an expenditure not exceeding $100 may 
be executed on behalf of the Council by the Chief of Administration 
or other officer designated by the Chairman. 


(c) The fiscal year of the Council shall end on the 31st day of March 
in each year.
